School Report, EBD: 


To the citizens of Stoddard. Friends and fellow citizens : 

Another year has rolled around and the school year has been 
enjoyed and is now closed, and your Committee feels that he 
can congratulate you that no disturbances have occurred during 
the year requiring the cognizance of the Committee, but a good 
degree of peace and co-operation has been enjoyed, and a gen- 
eral prosperity has attended our schools during the year. There 
has been no failure in any one term, and some of the schools 
have shown a marked activity on the part of the teacher, and 
extra advancement of the pupils. 

In District No. 1, there have been two terms during the year. 
A summer term of 8 weeks, commencing May 6. Average at- 
tendance, 314. Another of 94 weeks, beginning Nov. 4; aver- 
age, 414; taught by MissC.S. Nims. This school is too large 
at present for one teacher, but has sustained its former good 
reputation, teacher and scholars working inharmony. Much la- 
bor was performed by the teacher (as in former terms), and good 
advancement was secured. Miss Nims has taught two full 
years in this school, which fact speaks well for the teacher and 
the district. 

There have been two terms of school in District No. 2, the 
past year, taught by Miss Zirta J. Powers. Good advance- 
ment was secured. The first term of 7 weeks commenced May 
15th. Average attendance, 15. The second term began August 
20, and continued 10 weeks with an average attendance of 13. 
Seventeen weeks of school in the yeur. 

In District No. 3 there have been two terms of school taught 
by Miss Erra S. Bineuam; the first term beginning May 13 
and keeping 6 weeks, with an average of 5 scholars. The 
second term commencing September 2—ten weeks in length, ay- 
eraging 5 scholars. Sixteen weeks in the year.

In District No. 5 there have been two terms of school the past 
year, one commencing May 13 and keeping 8 weeks, taught by 
Miss C. R. Hearn, with an average of 18 9-38. Miss Heath is 
a teacher of great energy and secured eminent success. The 
second term began September 23, and continued 6 weeks with 
an average of 17 9-11, taught by Miss Carrm A. Parker. 
Fourteen weeks during the year. 

In District No. 6 there have been two terms during the year, 
which were very successful. The first taught by Miss Lucy A. 
Dow, beginning April 22 and continuing 9 weeks. Average, 
12 385-88. The second term began September 16 and continued 
10 weeks, kept by Mrs. H. M. Arwoop. Average attendance, 
12 26-49. 

In District No. 8 there have been two successful terms of 
school taught by Miss Josrr E. Scorr; the first commencing 
May 13 and continuing 5 weeks. Average attendance, 14 13-56. 
The second term began September 23 and kept 7 weeks. Aver- 
age, 15 1-70. Twelve weeks of school in the year. 

In District No. 9 there have been two terms of school, the 
first beginning May 13 and continuing 8 weeks, with an average 
of 6. The second term commenced September 16, and contin- 
ued 6 weeks. Average attendance, 6. Both terms were suc- 
cessfully taught by Miss Mary E. Davis. Fourteen weeks in 
the year.
